The policy, lo¬ 
cally referred to as Faya bo 
H ay a," in Fapi amento, 
loosely translates to Fail and 
be Nailed 1 ' This is exactly 
the situ ati on in win ch o ffen ti¬ 
ers will find themselves, as 
detailed by Police Commis¬ 
sioner Trudy Hassell, with a 
new and steep system of fines 
recently approved by the 
Prosecutor's Office. 

Individuals and groups 
who are in violation of a 
numb er □ f p enal co d es, Arti - 
cles 190, 191, 192, 35, or 
147, will be issued a single 
warning by police officers tD 
modify their behavior and 
conform to the lav/ It they 
continue their offensive ac¬ 
tions, they will be jailed and 
face stiff fines. 

Spectators are reminded 
they are to stay off the streets 
and behind barriers during 
p arad e s. Only in drvi du al s 
with special passes, such as 
news media and participants, 
are permitted an the parade 


grounds. If refusing to com¬ 
ply when police order them 
off the street, offenders will 
face fines Those behaving in 
a disorderly fashion will also 
be warned a single time to 
cease and desist 

If not only refusing to 
comply, but offenders are dis- 
re sp e ctful o f p oli ce auth on ty„ 
p articularly with profanity or 
profane gestures, they will 
face additional fines All of¬ 
fenders will face temporary 
confinement until the fines 
are paid A dedicated swipe 
system far debit and credit 
cards has been set up at the 
police station in Oranjestad 
for this purpose. Fines range 
from 300 to 75D Arabian 
florins, depending on the de¬ 
gree of the offense. 

Heavy fines will also be 
enforced for driving under 
the influence. Police officers 
will be carrying portable 
breathalyzer kits and testing 
drivers, including tirose steer¬ 
ing vehicles in the parade, 
frequently. Depending on the 
blood alcohol content, fines 
can be anywhere from 400 to 
350 Arabian florins for regis¬ 
tering in the r ange from 5D to 
1.30. Those with higher alco¬ 
hol/blood content will face 
even higher fines and prison 
sentences of at least four 
months, if the Prosecutor's 
Office feels it is warranted.

The New Jersey leader, a 
larger-than-life Republican 
widely seen as a frontrunner 
for his p arty's 3016 pre si denti al 


nomination, said he had been 
"embarrassed and humiliated" 
by tlie alleged dirtv tricks 

In news conference that 
lasted almost two hours, 
Christie repeatedly apolo¬ 
gized for Ins office's connec¬ 
tion to the shutting down of 
local feeder lanes on the 
George Washington Bridge in 
September 

The Lane closures caused 
massive traffic disruption for 
four days in the New Jersey 
town o f Fart Lee, allegedly to 
punish the local mayor, who 
failed to endorse Christie's 
successful re-election bid. 

Christie insisted he had 
been unaware of any political 
motive behind the lane clo¬ 
sures until file release of emails 
from his aides on Wednesday, 
and moved quickly to sack a 
senior assistant.

The elections at the end of 
September of HO 13 resulted 
in a second majority for the 
AVP party allowing them to 
continue their policies and 
projects over the next four 
years.

of a digital generation

Generation Z 

We now look at Genera¬ 
tion Z. Everyone bom be¬ 
tween 1992 and 20IQ is 
considered part of this gener¬ 
ation. While experts have not 
been able to fully agree on 
the exact years, for the sake 
of this paper we will use 
1992 - 2Q10 as Dur parame¬ 
ter The overlap with Gener¬ 
ation Y is acceptable. In 
2Q2D, which is the year that 
we are looking ahead to, tins 
group will range in age from 
1Q to 2S years old. In other 
words, the hrst members of 
this generation will have al¬ 
ready entered the workforce. 

Various names have been 
assigned to Generation Z, 
too. “Digilal Natives” is the 
most widely used and influ¬ 
ential. Marc Prensky (200 1) 
coined the term Prenskv 
states that tins generation was 
bam m an era in which the 
extreme presence of digital 
technology is the norm. Un¬ 
like the previous generations, 
all of whom grew up in an 
age when the use of digital 
technologies was still some¬ 
thing one had to learn by 
varying degrees Prensky 
calls these older generations 
"Digital Immigrants." In 
other words, tins is a case of 
immigrants versus natives. 

Generation Z is growing 
up m a world of excess and 
with very few restrictions. 
Generation Z assumes that 
parents or government will 
step m to offset any potential 
setbacks Tins assumption is 
regularly confirmed For ex-

These digital natives are 
the focus of this paper. After 
we bnefly present a number 
of key figures and general 
trends, we will use 12 state¬ 
ments to shed insight into 
how this generation's view of 
life and how tliis translates in 
the workplace. We will con¬ 
clude with a number of con¬ 
crete recommendations 
Generation Z has already 
been bom. They are moving 
towards the future. From 
2D20 onwards they will exer¬ 
cise their social influence 
These are our children and 
our children's children Per¬ 
sonally speaking, we already 
know quite a bit about them; 
we even know them by name 
But can we paint a bigger pic¬ 
ture? 

A few statistics 

According to Statistics 
Netherlands (CBS), the 
Dutch population m 201D in¬ 
cludes approximately 

3,721,0013 residents between 
the ages of D and 1S Genera- 
tionZ Tliey represent 22.5% 
of the total p opulation of 16.5 
million people in the Nether¬ 
lands. 

Incidentally, approxi¬ 
mately one-quarter of these 
children have ethnic roots 
that lie outside the Nether¬ 
lands. The number of “non- 
mdigenous" children is not 
expected to nse. However, a 
relative increase is predicted 
for future generations (due to 
lower birth rates among "in¬ 
digenous” Dutch). Today, ap¬ 
proximately 2D% of the total 
population is classified as 
ethnic minorities. 

Right now, the oldest 
members of Generation Z are 
1S years old, which makes it

ample, despite the recession 
in the p ast years, young p eo- 
pie's average income in¬ 
creased by 7% during 2D07 
and 2009 Generation Z ac¬ 
cordingly continues to have 
complete faith in the future 
Of course it is risky to 
generalise, but within tins 
context we can allow our¬ 
selves to outline the situation 
Generally speaking, we can 
say that Generation Z is a 
generation being raised in a 
"24/7” information society 
An oft-made claim is that tins 
g en erati o n is charact erix ed b y 
a short attention span. They 
grow bored quickly and 
channel hop through life. As 
a result they are also able to 
find and filter information 
rapidly. In some cases, the in¬ 
formation is processed on a 
purely superficial level.

difficult to determine the 
level of education and 
branches of study we can ex- 
pect to see when they begin 
to enter the workplace. We do 
know that two-thirds of pri¬ 
mary school children went on 
to pursue preparatory!' second¬ 
ary vocational education 
(VMBQ) in the early 19 90s. 
In the meantime, this share 
has dropped to only around 
half. Senior secondary educa¬ 
tion (HAVQ) and p re-univer¬ 
sity education (VWO) are 
rapidly gaming in popularity.

ing detail m the available data 
is how television is losing its 
appeal while gaming is 
clearly a favourite pastime. 
“Casual gaming” in particu¬ 
lar is papular. These are rela¬ 
tively simple and basic 
games that can be played on¬ 
line. Sites such 

a swww s p el e nl o f f er him - 
dreds of these types of 
games. Casual gaming is es¬ 
pecially popular amongst the 
younger groups. Conse¬ 
quently, one-quarter of the 
pre-schoolers are already on¬ 
line at least once a week 

When we take a closer 
look at Generation Z's cur¬ 
rent online activity one thing 
stands out in particular: inter¬ 
net mainly seems to serve a 
social role for tins group. 
Hyves and MSN still rule the 
Internet for this group, but 
other social sites including 
Facebook, Partypeeps20GQ, 
Sugababes and Party flock are 
extremely popular, too.

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Indian diplomat leaves US as charges 

filed: prosecutor 


NEW YORK (AFP) - An In¬ 
dian diplomat whose arrest 
in New York sparked a bitter 
row* left the United States 
Thursday as she was hit with 
charges over treatment of her 
servant, prosecutors said. 

In a statement Id a court, 
federal prosecutors unveiled 
that a grand jury had filed 
two counts of visa fraud and 
making false statements 
against diplomat Devyam 
Khabragade but said that she 
would not be present for trial 

"We understand that the 
defendant was very recently 
accorded diplomatic immu¬ 
nity status, and that she de¬ 
parted the United States 
today," Preet Bharsra, the US 
attorney for the southern dis¬ 
trict of New York, told the 
judge. 

Indian officials did not im¬ 
mediately comment but have 
previously said that Khobra¬ 
gade, the deputy consul gen¬ 


eral in New York* was 
switching her accreditation to 
the United Nations which 
would allow her greater im¬ 
munity 

Khobragade's arrest on 
December 12 spurred outrage 
in India, especially when it 
was revealed that she was 
strip-searched The incident 
sent once wanning relations 
between the world’s two 
1 arg e st d em a craci e s into 
free fall. 

India said that the arrest 
breached norms and retali¬ 
ated by removing security 
barriers outside the US em¬ 
bassy first, placed after the 
September 11, 2001 attacks. 
India also cut back perks for 
US diplomats, and US En¬ 
ergy Secretary Ernest Momz 
postponed a visit due next 
week to India. 

In an indictment* the grand 
jury said Khobragade had a 
contract to pay her Indian ser¬ 


vant 30,000 rupees ($573) a 
month — in line with wages 
in India, but well below the 
US minimum wage. 

The indictment said Kha¬ 
bragade, on a temporary 
work visa form for the ser¬ 
vant, listed a monthly pay of 
$4*500. The indictment, said 
the figure "did not match any 
actual income" — not that of 
the servant or that of Khobra¬ 
gade, after some media re¬ 
ports indicated that 
prosecutors may have mis¬ 
takenly looked at. the diplo¬ 
mat's salary. 

'Knowing tliat lf the US 
authorities were told the truth 
about the actual terms of her 
employment agreement with 
the victim, Khobragade 
would not have been able to 
obtain a visa for the victim, 
Khobragade decided to make 
false statements to the US au¬ 
dio ri ties," the l ndi ctm ent 
said 


US lawmakers 
propose key step to 
boost trade deals 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Lawmakers on Thursday 
proposed empowering US 
trade negotiators to push 
ahead major deals with Pa¬ 
cific Rim and European 
Union nations, but the move 
faces stiff apposition. 

Three key lawmakers on 
trade policy introduced a bill 
to give President Barack 
Obama "fast-track author¬ 
ity, “ which would allow his 
team to negotiate agree¬ 
ments that Congress could 
approve or reject -- without 
making changes. 

Supporters said the four- 
year extension of tire powers, 
winch last ended in 20D7, is 
indispensable to speeding up 
trade negotiations. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion has put a high priority 
on the 12-nation Trans-Pa- 
cific Partnership, seeing it as 
tying the United States more 
firmly to the dynamic Asia-

Fresh protests at Rio 
expulsions and 
demolitions 



MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia on 
Thursday launched a counter¬ 
terrorism operation after six 
bodies riddled with bullets 
were found in a region border¬ 
ing tliat of Winter Olympic 
host city of Sochi, just weeks 
before the start of the Games 

Two districts in the southern 
Stavropol region were placed 
on high alert after the bodies 
were discovered in or close to 
parked cars, at least one of 
them app arently booby- 
fcrapped, in the rural area on 
Wednesday, the regional au¬ 
thorities said 

The Stavropol region bor¬ 
ders the Krasnodar region 
where the Black Sea resort of 
Sodn is located. 

Three of the male victims 
have been identified, with one 
working as a taxi driver, it. said. 

On Tuesday, the authorities 
launched the most sweeping 
security operation in Olympic 
history, a month before Rus¬ 
sia's first post-Soviet Games 
kick off on February 7. 

Russia particularly fears at¬ 
tacks by Islamist militants 
from the North Caucasus dur¬ 
ing the prestigious event, after 
two suicide bombings at a rail 
station and in a trolleybus last 
month m the southern city of 
Volgograd killed 34. 

No one has claimed respon¬ 
sibility for tliat attack, but 
Russian media said the attack¬ 
ers came from the restive 
North Caucasus region of 
Dagestan. 

Under Russia's counter-ter¬ 
ror legislation, security offi¬ 
cials han/e sweeping powers to 
temporarily evacuate residents, 
stop cars and pedestrians, 
search premises and monitor 
phone calls and emails. 

As police examined one of 
the cars in Stavropol, which 
contained the body of a local 
resident who had been shot in 
the head, an improvised explo¬ 
sive device (IED) went off 
around 2D metres (65 feet) 
away, causing no injuries, the 


regional interior ministry sand 
in a statement 

Officers then defused an¬ 
other device nearby, Interfax 
news agency cited the FSB se¬ 
curity agen:y as saying. 

A security source told Inter¬ 
fax the two devices were 
packed with small metal ele¬ 
ments such as screws to cause 
maximum injury and resem¬ 
bled those previously used by 
insurgents in southern Russia. 

Two further bodies were 
found on the back seat and in 
the boot of Lada cars. Two 
more bodies were found in an¬ 
other parked car, while another 
lay nearby 

The Investigative Commit¬ 
tee, winch probes major crim¬ 
inal cases m Russia, opened 
probes mto murder, arms traf¬ 
ficking and attempts on the 
lives of law enforcement offi¬ 
cials. 

It said Thursday that the se¬ 
nes of murders, winch took 
place within 24 hours, was to be 
treated as a single investigation. 

A law enforcement source 
told Interfax that investigators 
were seeking three men from a 
village m the neighbouring 
K ab ardm o - B alkari a province. 

In a recent attack m the 
Stavropol region, which is a 
p op ul ar touri st de stin ati on, 
three police officers were 
killed in a car bombing in a 


histone spa resort, Pyatigorsk, 
in late December. 

Islamist militants who are 
seeking their own state in the 
North Caucasus have vowed to 
strike civilians m an effort to 
undermine the Games and 
President Vladimir Putin, 
whose prestige is linked 
closely to the event's success. 

Putin called, last month's 
Volgograd bombings an 
" ab ominatio n" and assure d the 
nation he would “ fight, against 
terrorists until their total de¬ 
struction". 

Security measures intro¬ 
duced around Sochi on Tues¬ 
day include special permits for 
private cars or lorries to enter 
the city or access Olympic 
venues. 

In unprecedented measures, 
Russia is also deploying 
drones to monitor the region 
and soldiers in armoured vehi¬ 
cles will patrol die city during 
the Games, w r hich run until 
February 23.

Wednesday, local people 
had blocked access to traffic 
along the Radial Qeste thor¬ 
oughfare which runs parallel to 
the Maracana, refurbished at a

An NGO based in the dis¬ 
trict for 14 years demanded 
Brazilian judicial authorities 
intervene with one lawyer in¬ 
dicating Wednesday that 637 
families had been forcibly 
moved since 20ID.

Canada reports first H5N1 bird 
flu death in North America 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada an¬ 
nounced Wednesday the first 
H5N1 avian flu death in North 
America, of a patient who had 
just, returned from China, and 
said it was urgently contacting 
airline passengers on the vic¬ 
tim's fli gilts. 

it was also the first known 
instance of someone in North 
America contracting the ill¬ 
ness, Canada Health Minister 
Rona Ambrose told a press 
conference, stressing it was an 
"isolated case." 

The victim, who had re¬ 
cently returned from a trip to 
Beijing and had been other¬ 
wise completely healthy, was 
from the western plains 
province of Alberta, officials 
said, adding they were with¬ 
holding die person's gender 
and other identifying details to 
protect the family's privacy 

The virus is contracted di¬ 
re cdy fro m birds, mainly p o ul - 
try. The illness it. causes in 
humans is severe and dO per¬ 
cent of human cases are fatal 

The victim began to feel ill 
during die December 27 flight 
home to Alberta province, de¬ 
veloping a fever and headache 


They were admitted tD hospital 
on January 1 when the symp¬ 
toms worsened suddenly and 
they b egan falling in and out o f 
ccsnci ousc ess 

"Hie patient died two days 
later 

The federal microbiology 
laboratory in Winnipeg, Mani¬ 
toba, identified the H5N1 vims 
overnight from a sp ecmieti that 
had been taken while the vic¬ 
tim was still alive. 

Doctors said the deceased 
had traveled with two compan¬ 
ions who are not sick but will 
be kept under observation as a 
precaution for ID days -- dou¬ 
ble the usual time it takes for 
die virus to manifest itself, 

"The patient's family is not 
showing any sign d£ illness. 
There is no evidence of 
hum an-to -human tr an smi ssi on 
on airplanes. All evidence in¬ 
dicates this is one isolated case 
m an individual who is in¬ 
fected following exposure in 
China," said Alberta Chief 
M e di c al Offi cer i ames Talb o t. 

Talbot said the victim had 
not traveled outside Beijing to 
die regions of China, and had 
not. visited a farm, nor a public 


market. 

Canadian officials have no¬ 
tified China and die World 
Healtli Organization, but said 
they are at a loss to explain 
where or how the person 
caught the illness. Beijing had 
been believed to be free of the 
bud flu virus 

Authorities have also se¬ 
cured passenger lists and were 
contacting others on the same 
flights as the victim to reassure 
them of the "extremely law- 
chance of contagion. 

The victim flew from Bei¬ 
jing to Vancouver on Air 
Canada flight 030 on Decem¬ 
ber 27, then went on to Ed¬ 
monton, Alberta, aboard Air 
Canada flight 244. 

The person's final destina¬ 
tion was not revealed, again 
for privacy reasons, but he or 
she was treated at an Edmon¬ 
ton hospital 

Other recent fatal cases have 
b e en r ep orted m lndon e si a and 
Cambodia, m November 

Avian flu viruses have been 
around for a long time in wild 
birds but do not generally 
cause disease in humans, 
though in rare cases they mu¬ 
tate and jump species 

Strains of the H5, H7 and 
H9 avian influenza subtypes 
have caused human infections, 
manly following direct con¬ 
tact with infected poultry 
None of the strains have yet 
mutated to become easily 
transmissible from person to 
person -- the epidemiologists 
nightmare 

Tire H5N1 virus is the best- 
known of the strains, having 
caused 633 confirmed flu 
cases in humans in 15 coun¬ 
tries from 20 D3 to July tins 
year, of whom 377 died 


First cannabis-derived 
drug authorised for France 


PARIS (AFP) - France has for 
the first time approved pre¬ 
scription use of a drug derived 
from cannabis -- a mouth spray 
used to treat multiple sclerosis 
(MS) symptoms, the govern¬ 
ment said Thursday. 

The medicine, called 
Sail vex, is already authorised 
in several European neigh¬ 
bours, but had remained off- 
limits in France due to a ban on 
any products derived from the 
marijuana plant 

Tire health ministry pub¬ 
lished a policy change last 
June, opening the door for 
medical use of the drug's ac¬ 
tive ingredients 

Tire first market authorisa¬ 
tion was given on Wednesday 
by the National Agency for 
Drug Safety (ANSM), the 
ministry said. 

Sativex, produced by the 
British firm GW Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, has bear approved for use 
m alleviating muscle stiffness 
and spasms from IvlS. 

"The market authorisation 
is an interim step ' before the 
drug becomes available from 


pharmacies, but on prescrip¬ 
tion only, said a ministry state¬ 
ment. 

Tire spray's mam active in¬ 
gredients are delta- 9 -tetrahy¬ 
drocannabinol (THC) and 
cannabidiol (CBD) 

ANSM official Nathalie 
Richard said Sativex was not 
recommended for breastfeed¬ 
ing or pregnant women or p eo- 
ple with a history of p sychosis 

Medical cannabis use is al¬ 
ready a reality in countries like 
the Netherlands, Spam, Italy, 
Germany and Britain, Canada, 
Australia and some American 
states 

In Canada. Sativex is also 
used to alleviate pain associ¬ 
ated with cancer. 

New York Governor An¬ 
drew Cuomo announced 
Wednesday he will authorise 
medical marijuana use, mak¬ 
ing Iris the 21 st Ufi state to do 
so. 


Petition launched to take 
pregnant Texas woman 
off ventilator

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Abortion rights activists 
launched a petition Wednesday to take a pregnant Amer¬ 
ican woman declared brain dead off life support in 
Texas, as requested by her family. The body of Marlise 
Munoz, 33, has been maintained with technology for 
more than a month because of her pregnancy. She had 
collapsed at her home in late November due to a possi¬ 
ble pulmonary embolism as she got up to take care of 
her first-born son who is now 15 months old. She had 
told her husband and parents that she never wanted to 
be kept alive by a machine should tragedy strike, but a 
taw in conservative Texas is stopping them from carry¬ 
ing out her wishes because she is pregnant. The case is 
particularly sensitive because it involves several hot- 
button issues: abortion, euthanasia and interpretation 
of the law. Her husband Erick told local ABC television 
affiliate WFA A that he was worried about the state of the 
fetus, not knowing how long it had been deprived of oxy¬ 
gen before his wife was discovered after her collapse. 
The fetus has not yet reached the point of viability out¬ 
side the womb, usually defined as at least 23 weeks'ges¬ 
tation.

NANTES (AFP) - Dieudonne, 
a controversial comic branded 
an anti-Semitic "pedlar of 
hate" by the French govern¬ 
ment, on Thursday won tire 
first round of a legal battle to 
start, a nationwide tour. 

A judge in Nantes ordered 
local authorities to lift, a ban 
that would have prevented 
Dieudonne, who has been re¬ 
peatedly convicted under anti- 
racism legislation, from 
performing in front of more 
than 5,000 people m the west¬ 
ern city's Zenith Theatre on 
Thursday evening. 

The ruling represented a de¬ 
feat for France's Socialist gov¬ 
ernment, winch Sins week 
issued instructions to local 
councils authorising them Ed 
ban the comedian's shows 

Lawyers for the government 
had argued that the fundamen¬ 
tally racist nature of the come- 
dian's act meant it could not be 
afforded protection under 
France’s constitutional provi¬ 
sions on freedom of speech 

But their arguments were re- 
jected by Judge Jean-Francois 
Moll a after a two-hour hearing 

"The essential aim of the 
show cannot be considered as 
being an attempt to violate 
human dignity," the judge said 
m a ruling that will have impli¬ 
cations for other cities, includ¬ 
ing Tours and Bordeaux, 
which have announced bans on 
Dieudonne performing m their 
theatres. 

The judge also rejected ar¬ 


guments that the Nantes per¬ 
form ance should b e b ann e d on 
public order grounds 

He said there was no evi¬ 
dence tliat any protests could 
not be contained by the local 
police and that the risk in¬ 
volved ’cannot justify as radi¬ 
cal a measure as banning the 
show" 

Roger Cukierman, the head 
of French Jewish organisation 
CRIF, called the court's deci¬ 
sion "lamentable," while the 
president of the World Jewish 
Congress urged the govern¬ 
ment to keep battling 

“France has no choice but to 
confront tins preacher of hate 
head on," Ronald Lauder said 
in a statement. 

He added "Unfortunately, 
Dieudonne has attracted a con¬ 
siderable following among 
young people His aggressive, 
undisguised hatred for Jews 
and for Israel manifests itself 
m eveiy one of his shows, and 
attempts to stop that ought to 
be supported by all democratic 
forces." 

Hie French comedian is due 
to take ins one-man show on 
a nationwide tour winch is 
scheduled to run until June and 
will include dates in neigh¬ 
bouring Belgium and Switzer¬ 
land.

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Venezuela arrests seven over beauty 
queen's killing 



CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan police have arrested seven 
people including a woman and 
two teenagers over the brutal 
double murder of a beauty 
queen turned soap star and her 
British-bom partner, prosecu¬ 
tors said Wednesday. 

The fatal sho otmg of former 
Miss Venezuela Monica Spear, 
an actress who lived and 
worked in the United States, 
during a vacation to her home 
country caused shock and re¬ 
vulsion, and triggered a gov¬ 
ernment crisis meeting. 

Spear, 29, and Thomas 
Henry Berry, 29, were shot 
dead after their car broke down 
on a Inghway in northwestern 
Venezuela late Monday Their 
five-year-old daughter was 
wounded m what appeal's to 
have been an armed robbeiy 

The family had locked them¬ 
selves in the car in a frantic at¬ 
tempt to survive, but the aimed 
men approached and opened 
fire multiple times Spear was 
killed with a single shot 

Seven people have been ar¬ 
rested for "presumed connec- 
ti on t d Ih e attack, pro s editors 
said. Tire four men, one 
woman and two teenagers 
were found in possession of 
some of' the family's belong¬ 
ings. 

It was previously announced 
that five people had been de¬ 
tained over die killings in the 
state of Carabobo that 
prompted President Nicolas 


Madura tD vow to deal with 
the perpetrators with an "iron 
hand." 

“No one can stand by with 
arms crossed; murders, and vi¬ 
olent crime, and the massacre 
of this young Venezuelan 
woman and her husband is a 
blow to all of us," said 
Madura, who held a meeting 
of mayors and governors to 
draw up an emergency anti- 
crime plan after the killings, 
the latest in a violent crime 
epi demic in Venezuela 

" We all have to take respon¬ 
sibility; and I tal-re mine," the 
president said on announcing 
that a nan on al crime-policy 
panel would draw up a plan 
within a month. 

The deaths shone a light on 
the country's soaring crime, 
which has kept many 
Venezuelans from venturing 
out at mght and prompted oth¬ 
ers to buy armored cars or 
boast security in their homes 


Spear and Berry, who ran an 
adventure travel company in 
Venezuela, married m 20 OS 
and later sphE up but it was un¬ 
ci ear wh e ther th ey 1 e gaily s ep - 
mated. 

" She was hit by a single shot 
in the right arm that went 
through her body," Spear's 
manager, Ratty Pulido, told 
CNN Espanol, noting that 
Berry had suffered three bullet 
wounds 

The family was driving on a 
highway when their ear hit a 
blunt object that had teen 
placed on the road, forcing 
them to puli over, said forensic 
police director Jose Gregorio 
Sieiralta 

Spear waved down a tow 
truck, which stopped to help, 
but as the two truck workers 
operated the crane, five armed 
men emerged on the road 

Tire truck's operators fled to 
a police station about 1.5 kilo¬ 
meters (one mile) away. 
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Ice rescue sparks Antarctic tourism debate

WELLINGTON (AFP) - The 
challenging rescue operation 
launched after a Russian ship 
became trapped in Antarctic 
pack ice last month shows the 
inherent risks facing the frozen 
continent's burgeoning tourist 
industry, experts say 

Antarctica represents one of 
the last frontiers for adventur¬ 
ous travellers, an icy wonder¬ 
land of glaciers, emperor 
penguins and seemingly end¬ 
less white expanses. 

But, as those aboard the 
Akademik Shokalskiy found 
out, blizzards, icebergs and 
treacherous seas are also a fact 
of life at one of the most re¬ 
mote la cations on Earth, where 
help is often thousands of kilo¬ 
metres (nules) away. 

"It does indeed serve as are- 
nunder that it's an extreme en¬ 
vironment tliat we're dealing 
with, whether it's scientific ex¬ 
peditions going down there or 
touri sm cruise s," D am el a 


Liggett, a specialist in Antarc¬ 
tic tourism regulation at New 
Zealand's Canterbury Univer¬ 
sity, told AFP. 

Tourist numbers in Antarc¬ 
tica have grown from less than 
5,000 in 1990 to about 35,000 
a year, according to industry 


figures. Most travel by sea, 
some paying in excess of 
£ 20,0 DO for a luxury cabin in 
the peak period from Novem- 
b er to March. 

Tli ere is also a healthy mar¬ 
ket for sightseeing Sights, de¬ 
spite the lass of an Air New 


Zealand DC-10 m 1979 which 
crashed into Mount Erebus, 
killing all 357 on hoard 

Hie first recorded tourist 
ship was an Argentine vessel, 
Les Eclaireurs, that made the 
voyage with 100 paying pas¬ 
sengers in 19 5 S. 

Since then, concerns have 
centred on tourists' potential 
impact on the untamed wilder¬ 
ness and the difficulty rescuers 
would face reaching a ship if it 
hit serious trouble in the freez¬ 
ing waters. 

With conventional rescue 
services so far away, the task 
of helping stricken vessels 
often falls to the scientific mis¬ 
sions, disrupting their carefully 
pi ami ed re se arch pro gramm es. 

French Polar Institute direc¬ 
tor Yves Frenot was furious 
last week that French, Chinese 
and Australian ships in Antarc¬ 
tica were diverted from scien¬ 
tific work for the Shokalskiy 
rescue 

"There's no reason to place 
Antarctica off-limits and to 
keep it just for scientists, but 
this tourism has to be moni¬ 
tored and regulated so that op¬ 
erators can be sure of getting 
help if need be, hetoldAFP 

Tlis headaches posed by 
Antarctic rescue were demon¬ 
strated when, after the 
Shokalskiy became mired in 
the ice on December 24, the 
Chinese icebreaker Xue Long 
became trapped itself while 
trying to help. 

The two ships only managed 
to free themselves on Tues day, 
by which time yet anoflier ves¬ 
sel, the US Coast. Guard's 
Polar Star, was steaming to 
their aid from Sydney 

Ligget said Shokalskiy trav¬ 
elled into an area not normally 
frequented by tourist or scien¬ 
tific ships, which contributed 
to it becoming trapped. 



Apple, 
Samsung 
agree to 
mediation in 
US patent 
battle 



NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
chief executives of Apple and 
Samsung have agreed to at¬ 
tend a mediation session by 
mid-February to discuss their 
legal battle over smartphone 
patents, court documents 
showed Wednesday. 

Senior legal executives 
from both companies met on 
Monday to "discuss settle¬ 
ment opportunities," read a 
filing to the US District Court 
in San Jose that is handling 
the patent case. 

It said Apple CEO Tim 
Cook and his Samsung coun¬ 
terpart Kwon Oh-Hyun 
would attend the session to 
be overseen by a jointly cho¬ 
sen mediator on or before 
February 19, along with three 
to four in-house attorneys 
each. No outside lawyers will 
be allowed. 

This is not. the first time for 
Apple and Samsung to seek a 
settlement out of court But a 
court-imp o s ed mediation s es- 
sion m May 2012 failed to 
produce results. 

The two electronics giants 
are currently set to battle it 
out in court m March. 

US District Judge Lucy 
Kah had asked that the two 
firms make a mediation pro- 
p osal b efore the March trial. 

S amsung, the wo rids 
biggest maker of smart¬ 
phones, lias been ordered to 
pay Apple more than $900 
million after a retnai on same 
o f the issues in the case. 

But the case, one of several 
being played out in courts 
and administrative agencies 
around the world, has not 
dented sales of Samsung, 
which has vaulted ahead of 
Apple in many markets on a 
global scale.

Banking group sees limited 
future for Bitcoin 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
online currency Bitcoin has 
shown unexpected success but 
its future as a broadly accepted 
exchange medium is limited, 
according to a report by a 
global banking group Thursday. 

The report by the Interna¬ 
tional Institute of Finance, 
which represents more dr an 
4 5D banks and financial institu¬ 
tions, said more regulation of 
Bitcoin exchanges and transac¬ 
tions could strengthen its legit¬ 
imacy among consumers and 
ease regulators' doubts about it. 

But for the moment, the IIF 
report said. Bit com faces sig- 
m fi cant re a stane e m countne s 
like China And because most 
o f the market is dominated by 
speculators rather than users, 
Bitcoin 1 s value in other curren¬ 
cies is particularly volatile. 


In a market worth around 
$12 billion, the IIF said, "It is 
estimated that 50 to upwards 
of 90 percent of Bitcoin own¬ 
ers are speculators -- thereby 
contributing to the substantial 
price fluctuations seen re¬ 
cently." 

It pointed to die sharp fall of 
Biteom from a high of 11,240 
to $57(5 m just three days in 
December after China banned 
its financial institutions from 
using the currency. 

Since then Bitcoin has re¬ 
bounded, topping $ 1,000 ear¬ 
lier tins week before falling to 
$915 on Thursday 

"If it persists, tins remark¬ 
ably high volatility will com¬ 
promise Sitcom's capacity to 
function as a medium of ex¬ 
change, as it deters most large 
companies from accepting the 


digital currency as a form of 
payment," the IIF report said. 

Unlike other currencies. Bit- 
coin does not have the b acking 
of a central bank or govern¬ 
ment. Instead, the units are 
generated by a complex com¬ 
puter algorithm designed by 
one or more anonymous peo¬ 
ple in 2009. 

Because of that, said die re¬ 
port, its funchDuality and ulti¬ 
mate success "is determined by 
programmers-and their good¬ 
will is taken for granted " 

Thus the IIF characterized 
Bite om as effectively a "fidu¬ 
ciary currency" with no intrin¬ 
sic value of its awn and 
dependent on trust that it can 
be exchanged for a more com¬ 
mon currency like die dollar 
That makes it "inherently frag¬ 
ile,- hie IIF said.

The reform anus to increase 
competition between banks and 


encourage them to improve ac¬ 
cess to credit and provide 
cheaper rates in a nation with 
the lowest lending record m 
Latin America 

Credit to the private sector is 
equivalent, to 26 percent of 
Mexico's gross domestic prod¬ 
uct below the Latin American 
average of more than 50 per¬ 
cent. 

Finance Minister Luis Yide- 
garay said the reform will add 
0.5 percentage points to eco¬ 
nomic growth.

Belgium names woman 
to head telecoms giant

minique Leroy was named 
Thursday the first woman to 
run a Belgian state-owned 
company, taking over at tele¬ 
coms giant Belgacom after its 
previous head fell out with 
the government 

Leroy, 5D, married with 
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two children, worked for 24 
years at Anglo-Dutch food 
and household products 
group Unilever before join¬ 
ing Belgacom m 2011 where 
she manages the retail clients 
division. 

’'The cabinet has decided 
to name Dominique Leroy," 
the government said, wishing 
her "every success." 

Farmer head Didier Bei- 
lens was sacked m November 
after a senes of controversial 
statements, culminating in an 
outburst in which he called 
the government the "worst 
shareholder" he had ever had 
at a company.

Macy’s to cut 
2,500 jobs in 
reorganization 

NEW YORK (AFP)-US de¬ 
partment store giant 
Macy's said Wednesday it 
will eliminate2,500 jobs as 
a cost-cutting move, 
equivalent to about 1.4 
percent of its workforce. 

The move is part of an 
initiative to "sustain prof¬ 
itable saies growth in the 
years ahead, w Macy's said 
in a statement after the 
close of the market. 

Macy's expects to save 
annually $100 million 
through the moves start¬ 
ing in 2014, and if will take 
$12Q-$135 million in cost¬ 
cutting charges. 

Macy's employs about 
175,000. 

Macy's plans to close 
five stores, but it also 
plans to open five new 
Macy's stores and three 
new stores of its upscale 
Bfoommgdales's chain. 

Macy's operates about 
340 department stores in 
the US and generated 
sales of $27.7 billion in 
2012. 

Separately, Macy's said 
its comparable sales rose 
by 3.6 percent in the key 
N o vem ber.'Decem ber holi¬ 
day shopping period. The 
holiday shopping season 
was "successful" for the 
company, Lundgren said. 

The company confirmed 
its 2013 earnings forecast 
and said 2014 earnings 
would be $4,40-$4.50 per 
share, above the $4.32 
seen by analysts. 


LISBON (AFP) - Portugal's 
mam opposition party said 
Thursday it has challenged 
several austerity measures be¬ 
fore the country's constitu¬ 
tional court, winch has tended 
to strike down cuts.

The court last December al¬ 
ready blocked a provision in 
the 2014 budget that would 
have cut up to 10 percent from 
civrl service pensions over 600 
euros (IS00) per month, forc¬ 
ing the government to search 
for other ways to make the 3SS 
million euros in expected sav¬ 
ings from the measure 


The government announced 
Thursday it would apply a spe¬ 
cial temporaiy tax to pensions 
above 1,0QD euros tD make up 
part, of the shortfall as it seeks 
to lower the public deficit tins 
year to 4.0 percent of GDP 

The constitutional court has 
made a senes of rulings block¬ 
ing austerity measures by the 
government, including plans to 
trim the civil service, causing 
a political crisis that nearly 
brought down the government 
which is implementing re¬ 
forms and balancing public fi¬ 
nances under Portugal's 
73-billion-euro EU-IMF 
bailout. 

The three-year rescue pro¬
